BERLIN, April 21.—‘‘Leishman’s blaz- 
ing diplomatic indiscretion” is the only 
term which Emperor William’s indig- 
nant entourage can find for the Amer- 
ican Ambassador’s announcement that 
his daughter Nancy will marry the Duke 


of Croy in spite of the Emperor's oppo- 
sition. 

The Duke lives in 
title is Hungarian, and as he belongs 
to the small number of mediatized 
houses of Europe recognized as having 
an equality of birth with the reigning 
families (which anyone can see by con- 
sulting the Almanach de Gotha), he can- 
not make a marriage that will be recog- 
nized in his own country without the 
approval of the German and the Aus- 
trian sovereigns. 

Only Morganatic Marriage. 

Both the German and Austrian Em- 
perors have refused to sanction any- 
thing but a morganatic marriage in this 
case and Leishman’s open intention of 
assisting his daughter and the young 
Duke in defying the two sovereigns is 
an extraordinary position for an Am- 
bassador accredited to one of them to 
take. 

The Emperor and Empress in Berlina 
are much agitated over it, but Emperor 
Francis Joseph is more philosophical. 
Not so. however, is the Duke of Croy’s 
aunt, Archduchess Isabel, wife of-the 
Emperor’s cousin, Archduke Frederick. 
She was responsible for the peremptory 
order transferring the Duke from Pots- 
dam to Vienna, as she hoped to brinz 
him under her direct influence and per- 
suade him to break off the match. 

Should it take place according to the 
plans announced by Ambassador Leish- 
man, the bride will be in exactly the 
same position as the American-born 
Countess Gasquet James, who married 
in England ~- Duke Henry Borwin of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, au cousin of the 
Gerraan Crown Princess, but who has 
failed to have it recognized in Germany 
because it was made without the Em- 
neror’s consent. 

Would Bar Her From Court. 

Miss Leishman could not, under any 
circumstance, be received at the Aus- 
trian courts, as it severe laws do not 
confer upon the wife any privilege of 
the court through her husband, but only 
those she inherits from her own 4an- 
cestry. For this reason Gladys Vander- 
bilt has no position at the Viennese 
court, although she is on friendly social 
terms with tne archduchesses, who re- 
ceive and visit her. But the hostilNty of 
the Archduchess Frederick would make 
Vienna intolerable for the Duke of 
Croy's American wife. 

He has a fine estate in Westphalia, 
but they are heavily encumbered and 
have to yield large incomes for various 


Germany, but his 


entailed share in the revenues. His 
mother, a German Princess, is still 
alive, and he has two young brothers 
and a sister whose marriage portions 
will come out of the estate. His father 
heavily mortgaged his resourccy to ob- 
tain a suitable dowry for the brilliant 
marriage of his sister, Isabelle, to the 
Austrian Archduke, while his father’s 
second sister is now a widow and has to 
be taken care of by the Croy estates. 
Leishmans Financially Embarrassed. 
The Leishmans’ financial embarrass- 
ments are common knowledge and their 
Pris residence has been on the market 
for some months. It is difficult to see, 
under these circumstances, how the Am- 
bassador can give his daughter a suffi- 
cient dowry so that she and her husband 
could live out of the reach of the 
ostracism of his relatives. and also dif- 


ficult to eee why he should go to the 
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extreme length of compromising his 
diplomatic position—which must, of 
course, include the country he repre- 
sents—by urging a marriage for his 
daughter which will inevitably produce 
such serious entanglements. 

This affair has gone a long way to- 
ward reconciling the Emperor to the re- 
tirement of the “American dollar diplo- 
mat.” °

He heard his mother scream for 
help, he declared, and found her strug- 
gling with her husband in an effort to 
push him out of the house. He and his 
mother put Dagne out of the door, he 
said, and Mrs. Dagne went to look for 
a policeman. 

Dagne returned a few minutes later, 
according to he youth, and made threats 
and attempted to get a rifle which was 
in the room. He and Dagne got hold 
of the gun at the same time and strug- 
gled for its possession. The weapon was 
discharged during the struggle, Roberts 
said, and Dagne left the house, saying he 
was shot. Roberts got scared, he said, 
and jumped out of a window and went 
to the home of a sister in Madison, III. 
His sister advised him to return and sur- 
render to the police.

When two-thirds of 
the property owners sign a petition 
the issuance of the license is made 
mandatory. Thirty-one, counting the 
16 5-foot lot owners, signed the peti- 
tion.

Property owners in blocks across the 
street from the block in which Garavelli 
has obtained a license to operate the 
saloon have no voice in the matter. Un- 
der the law the question of whether a 
license shall be issued is left entirely to 
the property owners in the block.

In this re- 
spect the population of Clayton is 
like that of the usual Missouri coun- 
ty-seat town. In many other respects 
Clayton suggests a mid-Missouri 
county seat, notwithstanding its 
closeness to the 800,000-peopled St. 
Touts. Clayton's east line is only two 
miles from the western boundary of 
St. Louts. 

Nothing of Suburb Character. 

Rut for all its nearness Clayton is 
no suburb. It is a metropolis in its 
own right. As the seat of justice for 
St. Louis County, Clayton stands upon 
its own bottom and bows to _ the 
world. Now Clayton, always inter- 
esting, @ven unique, is a city and 
doesn't know just exactly what to do 
about it. Clayton is years old, 
dating from the building of the Coun- 
ty Courthouse there in the midst of 
an unpeopled forest. 

Intil the citizens had the place tn- 
corporated a few days ago Clayton 
was not even a village. It was just 
a place, a part of St. Louis County 
with no government save that of the 
eounty. The people liked that cond® 
tion of things and had no desire to 
hecome a city until they got good ana 
seared--then they hastened to “take 
out papers.” 

Clayton came very near being gobbled 
up.University City was the gobbler that 
threatened. The E. G. Lewis munici- 

pality looked longingly upon the 104 
acres and the 1800 persons comprising 
Clayton. Meanwhile Clayton dozed 
dreamfully. University City actually 
Sannexed about four acres of Clayton 
territory before the inhabitants were 
aware of it.

Fierce rivalry between Missouri’s Colonels and 
Illinois’ Colonels will distinguish, though we 
trust it will not destroy, the Jeffersonian parade 
on April 80, when their relative pulchritudinos- 
ity will be determined by the admiring populace, 
Needless to say, both sets of Colonels are preen- 
ing, fretting and panting for the fray. One of 
Gov. Major’s bravest and finest declares that for 
their part they will ride “armed to the teeth, in 
full gold braids, with their hair braided also.”

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FLOOD DAMAGE TO THE SOIL. 
From the Ohio State Journal. 

A friend sends us a little statement of 
an experiment he made with Scioto 
River water at the height of the flood. 
He took a bucket of water from the 
stream near Broad street bridge and, 
when it settled, found three-eighths of 
an inch of soil in one foot of water. 
Then he goes on with this calculation: 

“Assuming that the water passing 
Broad street had a cross section of 6000 
square feet, that the velocity was 12 
miles per hour, we have in round fAum- 
bers, 14,000,000 cubic yards of the best 
soil old Mother Earth possesses, carried 
past Broad street and deposited where 
it can only be a detriment, instead of a 
help. To be conservative, reduce this 
to 8,000,000 cubic yards. Each cubic yard 
is worth $1 to this nation.”’ 

There is then $8,000,000 worth of soll 
swept away, a fact that should attract 
the attention of the men enlisted in the 
cause of conservation. It might also be 
suggested that the saving of so much 
soil might be an enterprise that the 
country should undertake.
